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BURIED OSTIA. 


A Roman City that was Once the Liver- 
pool of the Empire—Now itis a Mass 
of Ruins or Burie@ Under the Earth. 


A correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press furnishes an interesting account 
of a city almost unknown to moderns. 
Ostia was the seaport of Rome, the 
Tiber at this point furnishing no faci- 
lities for extensive wharfage, or the 
reception of vessels ef large draught. 
It was founded by Ancus Nartius on 
a well selected site fifteen miles down 
the river. At the flush peried of the 
Roman power it was the Liverpoel of 
the world. It was greater than Liver- 
pool, for it was the shipping city of 
the world ata time when there were 
no railways or telegraphs. It was, 
for many centuries the point from 
which the great Roman expeditions to 
conquer, one after another, the coun- 
tries of the known world, embarked. 
From here Scipio Africanus sailed 
with his fleet for Spain, and Claudius 
fer Britain, and by this shore long, 
long before, Eaeas has sailed up the 
“yellow” tide. To-day this city, once 
throbbing with the cemmerce of the 
world, and floating its triumphant na- 
vies, is absolutely abandoned, desolate 
and silent. Human life has left it. 
The degenerate Rome of to-day hard- 
ly knows where it is, forgetting it, 
with its hundreds ef other forgotten 
glories; and even the Tiber has chang 
ed its bauks and deserted it. It lies 
under ground and under water. The 
fever swamps that engulf it stretch 
into dense forests of stone pine, min- 
gled with dense underbrush and thick- 
ets, through which roam wild boars 
and buffaloes. And all this within 
twenty miles of the gates of Rome ! 
The sharp contrast comes when one 
remembers that centuries and centu- 
ries ago this desolate waste over which 
we rode was smiling with villas, the 
homes of opulence and cultivation. 
History tells us that there was once a 
time when Ostia, with its 80,000 in- 
habitants, was an actual suburb of 
Rome, the distance between the two 
being tn unbroken line of country 
houses and residences, built on a scale 
of luxury and magnificenc which has 
never been equaled anywhere or at any 
time else in the world. It is of old 
Ostia that I have been speaking so far, 
which to-day is simply a reugh sur- 
face of field, broken by tumuli and 
ridges. Cropping out of this surface 
at odd intervals you see broken bits 
and masses of massive brick masonry, 
the surviving remnants of arches and 
temples aud forums and tombs. Ex- 
cavations have been made which de- 
velop not only temples and baths and 

ublic buildings and detatched walls, 
but long lines of streets entering into 
each other, and ip one portion run- 
ning dowa to the once busy wharves. 
You can walk on the streets in which 
these people walked, and enter the 
houses in which they Hved—see the 
frescoes on the wall which their eyes 
enjoyed, and go up the stairs by which 
the — to the upper fleors of 
their wellings. All around you, in 
vast quantities, lie f ents of pot- 
tery-—the remains of the vessels and 
utensils they used. The pottery is 
generally coarser, and embellished 
with less ornamentation, than that 
feund in the ruined Aztec cities of 
New Mexico and Arizona. 

Of course, but a small portion of 
the vast city is excavated, but enough 
is laid bare to give you a full idea of 
its daily walk and manner of life. The 
streets run in the same curving, irreg- 
ular lines as those of Rome to-day, 
and are equally narrow. The ceilings 
are high, just as in the palaces of Rome 
to-day—the same climatic conditiens 
producing the same results. The 
warmer and more delightful the cli- 
mate, the higher the ceiling every- 
where, and the colder and moister 
the climate the lower the ceiling, as in 
Holland, England and other northern 
countries. he colors of the frescoes 
here are as bright as at Pompeii, the 
reoms higher, and the stairways quite 
a marked feature, the Greek traditiens 
which conditioned the architecture of 
Pompeii not conducing to high build- 
ings. 
Ostia is lovingly remembered in 

Christian tradition as the home of St. 
Augustine, and the place where hg 
rted with his mother, Monica. Be- 
ing the harbor and port of Rome, Os- 
tia bere the brunt of all attacks made 
by sea, and her traditions are largely 
those of warfare and the repulse of 
pirates. At last, in the fifth century, 
she was utterly destroyed by the Sar- 
acens, and razed to the greund. So 
utter was the ruin that no attempt 
was over made to rebuild the town.

THE TRAMP NUISANCE. 


The farmers ot California ate 80

intend to appeal to the next legisla- 
ture for relief: ..Anotber® instance of 
the popular faith in legislation. The 
popular belief in the power of govern- 
ment to cure all social evils is an un- 
ceasing wonder. Notwithstanding 
that experieuce has time and time 
again shown the felly of legislative 
meddling with secial treubles, the 
people still look to legislation for re- 
lief from all their distresses. The 
Parliament of Esgiand bas been pass- 
ing laws for relief of the peor and for 
suppression of vagrancy for scores of 
years, yet vagrancy and pauperism 
are constantly increasing in that coun- 
try. It is stated thet ene man out of 
every twenty in England is receiving 
aid from the Poor rates, is in other 
words a pauper. Amendments to the 
poor laws are made every year, only to 
Le repealed in turn. And still the 
distress increases in Great Britain. 
The suppression of the tramp nuis- 
ance lies with the people themselves. 
It origiuated in the undiscriminating 
benevolence of goody-goody people 
who cannot turn away the beggar 
from the deor. The unwise bestowal 
of so-called charity to the poor has 
given greater encouragement toimprov- 
idence and vagrancy than all other 
causes combined. There is a better 
form of benificence, founded upon 
reason and experience, which is often 
a little cruel that it may be very 
kind. It will give employment to 
honest labor, but refuses unearned 
bread to the sturdy beggar. It puts 
no premium upon idleness. — If 
the good men and women in the 
country will but adopt the simple pol- 
icy of giving nothing where nothiog 
is earned, the raceof tramps wil! soon 
become eXtinct.
